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CONDUCT OF CHILDREN IN CHURCHES. 


Ir Christians would only reflect on the sanc- 
tity of our temples, they would certainly 
treat them with greater respect. They are 
holy, because God fills them with his pres- 
ence, as he himself tels us by the prophet 
Aggeus : I will fill that house with my glory, 
I will establish peace in that place. They 
are holy because they contain the source of 
allgrace, because in them is dispensed the 
word ef God, and finally, because the Lord 
has promised to hear with favour all those 
who go there to solicit his mercy; Mine eyes 
are open, and mine ears attentive to the prayer 
of him who eometh to pray in my temple. 
^ Jesus-Christ declares in the Gospel that his 
house is a house of prayer. It is not only 
the material edifice that we should respect : 
if the Jews were penetrated with the most 
profound respect on entering their temple, 
(a noble but imperfect image of ours) can we, 
who possess the reality of their figures, even 
Christ himself present on our altars, can’ we 
fal in respect or veneration without offen- 
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ding our good Saviour. If our faith were 
not so enfeebled as it is, would it be 
necessary to give children lessons of modesty, 
and of proper behaviour in the house of 
-God? Should not parents make it a duty to 
teach them, -by their own example, how they 
ought to demean themselves while in that 
holy place? But as we see with sorrow that 
the greater number of fathers and mothers 
neglect a point so important, we consider it 
our duty to lay down here a few rules which 
children should be made to observe while in 


church. 
Ast. Children should never be taken to 


church in a dress which would not be thought 
good enough for appearing before company. 
2d. They sould be made to understand 
that the Lord penetrates the mind and heart, 
and desires that we should never enter his 
holy temple without being penetrated with 
the most profound respect; they sould be 
also taught to purify themselves from every 
fault that might render them unworthy of 
appearing in the presence of the Most High; 
to take the holy water with reverence, not 
plunging in the hand, but merely dipping the 
^ud of a finger; let them not throw it on 
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the ground, nor sprinkle it on their own face, 
or that of another. They should be taught 
to enter into the spirit which animated David 
when he said, Wash me yet more from mine 
iniquities, and purify me of my sins. 

3d. Children should not be permitted to 

ask any questions while in church, unless it 
relates to the celebration of the divine ser- 
vice. They ought to kneel and make a short 
prayer, ten take their seat, if possible, where 
they ean see the ceremonies, and hear dis- 
tinctly the word of God. 
- 4th. If they are obliged to pass before the 
altar whereon is the Blessed Sacrament, they 
ought to bow down, and bend their knee be- 
fore it in passing; going in front of other 
altars, it suffices te bow the head. It is ex- 
ceedingly improper to jostle any one, or push 
them aside, even if they be in the way; they 
should be mildly requested to move a little, 
So as to leave room to pass; but if the crowd 
be too great, one must wait patiently till they - 
can make ther way through. 

As son as children have reached their 
place, they sould not be allowed to run here 
and there, even to speak to an acquaintance. 

Sth. The minds of children being incapable 
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of that fixed attention which excludes dis- 
traction, a book must be placed in their hand, 
containing the service which is going on, so 
that they may be enabled to join the faithful 
in the psalms and hymns, or in prayer; their 
parents are supposed to have previously in- 
structed them in the different exercises of 
devotion, for it is no time for doing so when 
they should be joining in prayer, and follow- 
ing the psalms and hymns. _ 

They should be early accustomed to pre- 
serve a decent and respectful demeanour 
while in the church, neither turning, their 
head from one side to the other, nor gazing 
around; they should be occupied solely with 
what is passing at the altar. 

6th. The mass is the most august act of 
religion, and with what respect we ought to 
assist at its celebration! At low mass child- 
ren should not be allowed to sit Down, if 
they are at all able to remain on their knees : 
at grand mass it is usual to sit during the 
Kyrie Eleison, the Gloria, the Epistle, the 
Gradual, and so on till the commencement 
of the Canon, standing up, however during 
the Gospel; during the Canon all are to 
kneel, except in a case where one is unable to

do so. In churches where there are organs, 
children are in the habit of making various 
motions, keeping time with the music, either 
with their feet, head, or hands; they must be 
taught that all such conduct is highly improp- 
er, and that the holy joy inspired by the psalms 
and hymns, and the sacred music, should never 
carry the Christian so far as to make him lose 
sight of the respect and reverence due to the 
presence of God. At other times children fall 
asleep; if it be from weariness, they must be 
gently awoke, but if they really cannot remain 
awake, they ought to be taken home. 

At other times children eat in the church, 
and this is exceedingly indecent and irreve- 
rent. Have ye not houses wherein to eat or 
drink, says St. Paul, or do ye despise the 
Church of God? 

7th. Children should be accustomed to listen 
attentively to the word of God, so that they 
may not give way to weariness or drowsiness 
during the sermon or lecture; let them be 
severely corrected on reaching homo, if they 
have effected to cough without any real neces- 
sity, to spit or use their handkerchief with a 
noise, during the discourse, or to stand up on 
a seat to look around. 


ad 
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8th. They should be inspired with a great 
respect not only for the priests of the Lord, 
and for all the ceremonies established by the 
Church, but also for every thing connected 
with religion and divine worship. 

9th. It is not right to quit the church before 
the priest who said the mass has returned to 
the sacristy; nor after vespers, until the ser- 
vice is entirely finished. 

10th. It is allowable to sit during vespers, 
but one should incline their head as often as 
the Gloria Patri is sung; all should remain 
standing until the first psalm is commenced, 
and also during the Magnificat, the prayers, 
he Nunc Dimittis, and the anthem to the 
Blessed Virgin. l 

41th. In processions which are made outside 
the Church, children should avoid disturbing 
the order of the ranks, by going or coming to 
and fro, walking now behind, now before, and 
sometimes close beside the priests; as also by 
singing louder, quicker, or slower than the 
chanters. Itis also extremely disrespectful to 
look around on such ocsasions, gazing up at 
the windows, calling out or speaking to any 
one, chatting, laughing, running, or any other 
such indecorous behaviour.

SPECIAL SEASONS. 


The solemnization of marriage is for- 
bidden from the first Sunday of Advent 
until after Twelfth day; and from the 
beginning of Lent until Low-Sunday. 

* The abstinence on Saturdays is dispenced 
with, for the faithful throughout the United 
States, from 1840, except when a fast falls on 
Saturday. Hence, the Saturdays of Lent and 
Quarter- Tenses, and Vigils falling on Saturday, 
are still days of abstinence from flesh meat. 


The time appointed for complying 
with the Easter duty begins on the first 
Sunday of Lent, and terminates on 
Trinity Sunday.

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR HEARING MASS. 


OF all the duties proscribed by our holy 
Religion, the Sacririce of the Mass is that 
which is most pleasing to God, and most salu- 
tary to man. Here it is that Jesus-Cnrist 
renews the great mystery of our redemption : 
here doth he make himself our victim in a 
real, though unbloody sacrifice, and in person 
applieth to each of us the merits of that 
blood wich, hanging on the cross, he was 
pleased to shed for mankind. This should 
give us the most sublime idea of the Mass, 
and make us desire to hear it with the utmost 
reverence and devotion; for to assist at it 
irreverently, or without putting a proper 
restraint on our eyes and our whole exterior, 
is to dishonour religion, and renew, as far as 
in us lies, the insults he received on Mount 
Calvary. To avoid, then, so great an evil, let 
us always come to this august sacrifice with 
the most earnest devotion; let us enter into 
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the spirit of Christ ; let us offer ourselves up 
with him, and as he does; let the church, as 
we enter it, strike us with awe; let our 
modesty and recollection be uninterrupted 
from the beginning to the end thereof ; let our 
hearts, thoughts, and imaginations be, as it 
were, buried in God, and the interests of our 
souls. 


Make a reverence before the Altar, before 
taking your place, and say: 


I adore and bless Thee, o Lord Jesus 
Christ, Who, by Thy Cross, hast redee- 
med the world. . 


PRAYER BEFORE MASS BEGINS. 


O Divine Jesus! Sacred Victim, offer- 
ed to save mankind! Grant that I may 
assist at this holy Altar with Faith, with 
Hope, and with the most tender Love.

THE PRIEST GOES TO THE ALTAR. 


In the name of the x Father 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.

At the beginning of the Mass, the priest, 
àt the foot of the altar, makes thesign - 
ofthe cross,saying. « Inthe name ofthe - 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, Amen ; » and then recites 
with the clerk the 42d Psalm, « Judica 
me, Deus, &c. Judge me, O God. » * 


* These explanations may be passed over by 
young children, but they will be found useful 
or others. 
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A PRAYER AT THE BEGINNING OF THE MASS. 


I adore thee, O my God, and 
I firmly believe that the Mass, 
at which I am going to assist, 
is the sacrifice of the body and 
blood of tby Son Christ Jesus, 
my Saviour. Oh, grant that I 
may assist al it with the atten- . 
tion, reverence, and awe due to 
such aholy mystery ; and grant 
that, by the merits of the Vic- 
tim there offered for me,I my- 
self may become an agreeable 
sacrifice tho the, who livest and 
reignest with the same Son and 
Holy Ghost, one God, world 
without end. Amen. 
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Then the priest, bowing down, says the 
Confiteor, « I confess to Almighty 
God, » &c., p. 36, by way of a general 
confession to God, to the whole court 
of heaven, and to all the faithful then 
present, of his sins and unworthiness; 
and to beg their prayers to God for 
him. And the clerk, in the name of the 
people, prays for the priest, that God 
would have mercy on him, and forgive 
him his sins, and bring him to ever- 

- lasting life. Then, in the name of 
all there present, the clerk makes 
the like general confession to God, 
to the whole court of heaven, and 
io the priest, and begs his prayers. 


And the priest prays to God tho show 
mercy to all his people, and to 
grant them pardon, absolution, and 
remission of all their sins. Which 
is done to the end that both priest 
and people may put themselves in 
a penitentia] spirit, in order to 
us worthily at this divine sacri- 

ce. : 
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O APRAYER AT THE CONFITEOR. 


-O my God, I bow down my- 
self beforethee, confessing that 
I have many ways offended thee 
inthought, word, and deed; and 
that I am not worthy of the 
many blessings thou bestowest 
upon me. Give me grace, O 
God, from this time te love 
the more, and to do always 
what is pleasing in thy sight. 
O blessed Virgin Mary, and all 
ye saints and angels, vouchsafe 
to intercede for me; and may 
thealmighty and merciful Lord 
grant to us all pardon and 
| peace. Amen. 
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After the Confiteor the priest goes up to 
the altar, saying : 


« Take away from us, we be- 
seech thee, O Lord, our iniqui- 
ties, that we may be worthy.to 
enter with pure minds into the 
holy of holies, through Christ 
our Lord. » Amen. 


J WHEN THE PRIEST KISSES THE ALTAR. 


= Say the same with him ; and when he . 
kissed the altar, as a figure of Christ © 
and the seat of the sacred mysteries, - 


make an act of love of your divine 
Saviour, and embrace his feet with a 
humble and tender affection. 
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WHEN THE PRIEST GOES TO THE EPISTLE 
SIDE OR THE ALTAR. 


When the priest is come up to the altar, 
he goes to the book, and there reads 
what is called the Introit, or En- 
trance, of the Mass, which is differ- 
ent every day and is generally a sen- 
tence taken out of the Scripture, with 
the first verse of one of the Psalms, 
and the « Glory be to the Father. » 
etc. 
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AT THE INTROIT. 


O my God, direct my steps, 
I beseech thee, in the way of 
thy commandments, and grant 
that nothing may ever separate 
me from thy love. 


Blessed are they that are 
undefiled in the way; that 
walk in the law of the Lord. 

Glory be to the Father. and 
to the Son, aud to the Holy 
Ghost, as it was in the begin- 
ning, is now, and ever shall 
be, world without end. Àmen. 
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AT THE KYRIE ELEISON. 


The priest retarns to the middle of the 
altar, and says alternately with the 
clerk the « Kyrie eleison, » or, « Lord 
have mercy on us, » which is said three 
times to God the Father; three times 
« Christe eleison, « or « Christ have 
mercy on us, « to God the Son; and 
three times again « Kyrie eleison, » to 
God the Holy Ghost. 

After the Kyrie eleison, say the « Gloria 
in excelsis, » or « Glory to God on 
high, » &c., which is a beautiful hymn 
and prayer to God, the beginning of 
which was sung by the angels at the 
birth of Christ. 


THE GLORIA IN EXCELSIS, 


Glory to God on high, and 
on earth peace to men of good 
will. We praise thee, we bless 
thee, we adore thee, we glorify 
thee. We give thee thanks for 
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thy great glory. O Lord God, 
heavenly King, God the Father. 
Almighty. 0 Lord JesusChrist, 
the only-begotten Son, O Lord 
God, Lamb of God, Son of the 
Father, who takest away the 
sins of the world, have mercy 
on us : thou who takest away 
the sins of the world, hear our 
prayer :thou who sittest at the 
right hand of the Father, have. 
mercy on us, For thou only art 
holy, thou alone art the Lord, 
thou only, o Jesus Christ, with 
the holy Ghost, art most high 
in the glory of God the Father. 
Amen. 
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AT THE DOMINUS VOBISCUM., 


At the end of the < Gloria in excelsis » 
the priest kisses the altar, and, turn- 
ing to the people, says, « Dominus 
vobiscum— The Lord be with you. » 
Answer,« Et cum spiritu tuo—And 
with thy spirit. » As often as this 
salutation is repeated, pray that our 
Lord may be always with you, with 
his ministers, and with his people, by 
directing and assisting all with his 
heavenly grace. 

The priest then says, « Oremus—Let us 
ra:,» and read the Collects of the 
ay, concluding them with the usual 

termination, « Per Dominum nostrum, 
&c.— Through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
&c., » with which the Church commonly 
concludes all her prayers. Whilst the 
priest is reading the collects you may 
thus join with him : 
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A PRAYER AT THE COLLECT. 


O Almighty and eternal God, 
we humbly beseech thee merci- 
fully to give ear to the prayers 
here offered thee by thy serv- 
ant in the name of thy whole 
Church, and in behalf of us thy 
people. Accept them to the 
honor of thy name, and the 
good of our souls; and grant. 
to us all mercy, grace, and 
salvation. Through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. | 
The collects being ended, the priest 

reads the epistle or lesson of the day. 

At the end of which the clerk answers, 

« Deo gratias— Thanks be to God, » 


namely, for the heavenly docirine 
there delivered.

A PRAYER AT THE EPISTLE. 


O my God, I thank thee that 
thou hast called me to the © 
knowledge of thy holy law, 
while so many of my fellow 
creatures are left in darkness 
and ignorance. I desire to 
receive with all my heart thy 
divine commandments, and 
to hear with reverence the 
lessons which thou adressest 
to us by the mouth of thy pro- 
phets and apostles. Give me 
grace, O my God, not only to 
know thy will, but also to do it. 


Then follow some sentences called the 
« Gradual, » which vary every day. » 


i 
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AT MUNDA COR MEUM. 


How wonderful, O Lord, is 
thy name in the whole earth. 
I will bless thee, O Lord, at all 
times; thy praise shall ever be 
in my mouth. Be thou my God 
apnd Protector for ever; I will 
put my whole trust in thee. 


After this the book is removed to the 
other, or gospel side of the altar. 
The priest, before he reads the gos- 
pel, stands a while bowing down be- 
ore the middle of the altar, begging 
of God, in secret, to cleanse his heart 
and his lips, that he may be worthy 
to declare those heavenly words. You 
may at the same time ask of God that 
he would open your ears and heart, 
that these divine lessons may sink 
deeply into your soul. 
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At munda cor meum. 
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At the beginning of the gospel the priest 


greets the people with the usual salu- 
tation, » Dominus vobiscum - The Lord 
be with you, » and then tells out of 
which of the evangelists the g spel is 
laken, saying « Sequentia S. Evangelii 
secundum &c.; that is, « What fol- 
lows is of the holy Gospel according to 
St., &c., at which words both priest 
and people make the sign of thecross; 
first, upon their foreheads, to signify 
that they are not ashamed of the cross 
of Christ, and his doctrine; secondly, 
upont eir mouths, to signify that they 
will ever profess it in their words; and 
thirdly. upon their breasts. to signify 
that they will always keep it in their 
hearts. The clerk answers, « Gloria 
tibi; Domine--Glory be to thee, O 
Lord. » At the gospel you stand up, 
to declare, by that posture, your readi- 
ness to do whatsoever your Saviour 
commands. If you have not the con- 
venience of reading it, you may say as 
follows : | 


7 
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AT THE GOSPEL. 


O Jesus ,thou hast the words 
of eternal life; teach me, I be- 
seech thee, what I must do to 
merit and obtain that life. 
| « M thou wilt enter into 

life, keep thee commandments. 
—Thou shalt love theLord thy 
God with thy whole heart, and 
with thy whole soul, and with 
thy whole mind, and with thy 
whole strength. Seek first the 
kingdom of God and his jus- 
tice, and all other things shall 
be added unto you. — Be per- 
fect, as your Father in heaven 
is perfect— Love your neigh- 
bor as yourself. — Love your 
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ennemies; do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for 
them that persecute you. — If 
any man will come after me, 
let him deny himself; let him 
take his crossand follow me. — 
.. Watch and pray, that you enter 
_.ithey who hearthe word of God 
zand keep it. » 
O my Saviour, give me grace 
"io lay to heart these and al thy 
holy precepts, and to practise 
them. What willit avail me to 
know the way of life, if I do 
not show forth in my conduct 
that I am thy disciple. O 
Jesus, help me to believe in 
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thee, to love thee, and to imi- 
tate thee. 


At the end of the gospel the clerk an- 
swers, « Laus tibi, Christe—Praise 
be to thee, O Christ. » And the 
priest kisses the book in reverence to 
those sacred words which he has been 
reading out of it. Then, upon all 
Sundays, and many other festival- 
days, standing in the middle of tho 
altar, he recites the Nicene Creed, 
kneeling down at these words. « He 
was made man, » in reverence to the 
great mystery of our Lords incarna- 
tion. 


I believe in one God, the 
Father Almighty, maker of 
heaven and earth, of all things 
visible and invisible. And in 
one Lord Jesus Christ,the only 

begotten Son of God, born of 
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the Father, before all ages; 
God of God, Light of Light, 
true God of true God; begot- 
ten, not made; consubstantial 
to the Father; by whom all 
things were made. Who for 
us men, and for our salvation, 
came down from heaven, and 
was incarnate by the Holy 
Ghost of the Virgin Mary, and 
was made man. (Here kneel.) 
He was crucified also for us, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, 
and was buried. The third 
day he roseagain, according to 
the Scriptures. He ascended 
into heaven, and sitteth at the 
right hand of the Father; and 
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he shall come again with glory 
to judge bot the living and 
the dead; of whose kingdom 
there shall be no end. 

And | believe in the Holy 
Ghost, the Lord and Giver of 
life, who proceedeth from the 
Father and the Son; who, to- 
gether with the Father and the 
Son, is adored and glorified; | 
who spake by the prophets. 
And one holy catholic and 
apostolic Church. I confess 
one baptism for the remission 
of sins. And I looked for the 
resurrection of the dead, and 
the life of the world to come. 
Amen. ] 
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At the unveiling of the chalice 
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AT THE UNVEILING OF THE CHALICE. 


Then the priest turns to the people, and 
says, « Dominus vobiscum—The Lord 
be with you. » And having read in 
the book a verse or sentence of the 
Scripture, which is called the Offer- 
tory, and is every day different, he 
uncovers the chalice, and taking in 
his hand the paten, or little plate, of- 
fers up the bread to God; then going 
to the corner of the altar, he takes 
the wine and pours it into the chalice, 
and mingles with it a small quantity 
of water, in remembrance of the blood 
and water that issued out of the Sa- 
viour’s side; after which he returns 
to the middle of the altar, and offers 
up te chalice. During the Offertory 
you may pray thus: 
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A PRAYER AT THE OFFERTORY. 


Accept, O eternal Father, this 
. offering which is here made to 
thee by thy minister, in the 
name of us all here present, 
and of thy whole Church. It 
is as yet only bread and wine, 
but, by a miracle of thy power 
and grace, will shortly become 
the body and blood of thy 
beloved So». He is our High 
Priest, and he is our Victim. 
With him and through him we 
desire to approach to thee this 
day, and by his hands to offer 
thee this sacrifice,for thineown 
honour, praise, and glory; in 
thanksgiving for all thy bene- - 


A prayer at the offertory. 
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fits; in satisfaction for all our 
sins, and for obtaining conver- 
sion for all unbelievers, and 
mercy, grace, and salvation for 
all thy faithful. And with this 
. offering of thine only-begotten 
. Son, weoffer ourselves to thee, 
begging that, through this sac- 
rifice, wemay be happily united - 
to thee, and that nothing in 
life or death may ever sepa- 
rate us any more from thee. 
Through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 
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AT THE COVERING OF THE CHALICE. 


"After the offering of the chalice, the 
priest bowing down, begs that this 
sacrifice, which he desires to offer 
with a contrite and humble heart, 
may find acceptance with God; and, 
blessing the bread and wine with the 
sign of te cross, he invokes the 
Author of all sanctity to sanctify the 
offering. You may join with him and 
Say: 


In a contrite heart and hum- 
ble spirit may we be accepted 
by thee, O Lord; and let our 
sacrifice be pleasing in thy 
sight, O Lord God. 

Come, O almighty and eter- 
nal God, the sanctifier, and 
bless this sacrifice prepared for 
thy holy name.

in heaven, and obtain mercy 
for us, through the same Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

Then the priest, kissing the altar, turns 
to the people and says, « Orate, fra- 
ires, &c., that is, « Brethren, pray that 
my sacrifice and yours may be made 
acceptable to God the Father Al- 
mighty. » Pray, then, as he desires, 
and say: 


R-ceive, O Lord, this sacri- 
fice at the hands of thy minis- 
ter, to the praise and glory of 
thineownname, for our benefit, 
and that of all thy holy Church. 


Then the priest says, in a low voice, 
the prayers called the Secreta, which 
are different every day. During which, 
you may pray as follows : 
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At the Orate Fratres. 
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AT THE PREFACE. 


Mercifully hear our prayers, 
O Lord, and graciously accept 
this oblation which we thy ser- 
vants make to thee; and as we 
offer it to the honour of thy 
name, so may it be to us a 
means of obtaining thy grace 
here, and life everlasting here- 
after.

The priest concludes the Secreta by say- 
ing aloud, « Per omnia sæcula seecu-

Ans. « Et cum spiritu tuo—Aud with 
thy spirit. » Priest. « Sursum corda— 
Lift up your hearts, » Ans. « Habe- 
mus ad Dominum—We have lifted 
them up to the Lord. « Priest. « Gra- 
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tias agamus Domino Deo nostro— 
Let us give thanks to the Lord our 
God. » Ans. « Dignum et justum est 
—It is meet and just. » 
Then the priest recites the Preface (so 
called because it serves as intro- 
duction to the Canon of the Mass) ; 
in which unite your adorations with 
those which the angels and the saints 
render to Jesus Christ in heaven. 
Let us lift ourselves up to 
heaven, O my soul, and render 
thanks to the Lord our God. 
How just is it, O holy Father, 
and how reasonable, to glorify 
thee, to give thee thanks, at 
all times and in all places, as 
our benefactor and our God. 
Through Jesus Christ, the an- 
gels and the virtues of the 
heavens, the Cherubim and 
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Seraphim, emulate each other 
in celebrating thy glory and 
Singing thy praises. May I, 
great God, unite my heart and - 
voice with their celestial songs, 
and cry with them: Holy, holy, 
holy, Lord God of Sabaoth. 
Heaven and earth are full of 
thy glory.

After the Preface follows the Canon of 
the Mass, or the most sacred and sol- 
emn part of this divine service, which 
is read with a low voice.

grand us peace in this life, and eter- 
nal salvation in the next. 
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WHEN THE PRIEST SIUNS TAE OBLATION. 
(Here the bell is rung.) 


Give ear, we beseech thee, O 
Lord, to the prayers of thy ser- 
vant, who is here appointed to 
make this oblation in our be- 
half; and grand that it may 
obtain all those blessings which | 
he asks for us. 


The priest then proceeds to the conse- 
cration, first of the bread into the 
body ofour Lord, and then of the wine 
into his blood; wich consecration is 
made by Christ's own words, pronoun- 
ced in his name and person by the 
priest, and is the most essential part. 
of this sacrifice; because thereby the - 
body and blood of Christ are reall 
exhibited and presented to God, an 
Christ is mystically immolated. 
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When the Priest signs the oblation. 
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At the consecration bow down your 
body and soul iu solemn adoration. 
Make an act of faith in the real pres- 
ence of yourSaviour’s body and blood, 
soul and divinity, under the sacramen- 
tal veils. Offer your whole self to 
him, and through him to his Father. 
Beg that your heart and soul may be 
happily changed into him. 
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AT THE ELEYATION OF THE HOST. 


- (Here the bell is rung thrice.) 


Hail, Incarnate Word. sacri- 
ficed for me and all mankind! 
Hail, holy Victim, offered once 
for us upon the altar of the 
Cross, and still daily offered 
upon our altars tho the end of 
time. I bless thee, I adore 
thee, I love thee. Oh, let not 
this sacrifice be offered for me 
in vain, but make me now and 
for ever wholly thine. 
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At the elevation of the Host. 
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AT THE ELEVATIGN OF THE CHALICE, 
-(Here also the bell is rung thrice.) 


Hail, sacred Blood, flowing 
from the wounds of Jesus 
Christ, and washing away the 
sins of the world! Oh, cleanse, 
sanctify, and preserve my soul, 
that nothing may ever separate 
me from thee. | 
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. At the elevation of the chalice. 
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Then the- Priest proceeds to the Me- 
mento, or Commemoration of the 
Dead, saying : 


AT THE MEMENTE FOR THE DEAD. 

[ offer thee again, O Lord, 
this holy sacrifice of the body 
and blood of thy only Son, in 
behalf of the faithful departed, 
and in particular for the souls 
of (here name those you wish to 
pray for).

Take time to examine your conscience before 
confession. Call on the Holy Spirit in the 
following prayer to assist you, and beg the 
grace of God to know your sins, and be 
heartilly sorry for them. 


O DIVNE Spirit of truth, enlighten 
my mind, and bring to my remembrance 
all the sins I have committed, and give 


me a true sorrow and contrition for 
them. 


Examination of Conscience, in form of 
Accusation. 


Have I, trough negligence, omitted 
to perform the whole of my last pens 
ance ? 

Gone to school against my vill; 
come late through my own fault; lost 
my time in laughing, talking, and play- 
ing; hindered others from improving; 
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turned my thoughts to other things, 
when I should have listened to instruc- 
tion; not learned my lessons or cate- 
chisms, or learned them badly, or out 
of vanity, and not from a desire to 
please God and do my duty. 

Omitted prayer morning or evening; 
prayed to God out of mere custom, or 
because obliged; prayed hastily, in a 
disrespectful posture, looking about me, 
without devotion, or sincerely desiring 
to obtain what I prayed for, or even 
reflecting that I was speaking to God. 

Wanted reverence in church ; laugh- 
ed, or spoken there without necessity, 
or made a noise, or slept. 

Gone to church from a wrong motive, 
such as to meet friends, put on a new 
dress, &c. 


Despised or been unkind to the poor 
—neglected to do good to my neighbour 
when [had the opportunity. 

Taken the holy name of God in vain; 
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not offered up my actions to God, nor 
done them with the intention of pleas- 
ing him ; not been grateful for his bless- 
ings; not feared to displease him, but 
exposed myself to the danger of offend- 
ing him. 

Not being sorry for my sins, or labour- 
ed to correct my bad habits, or made 
endeavours to advance in piety; not 
been submissive to the will of God, or 
borne sickness or crosses with patience, 
and as the punishment of my sins. 

Been selfish, studied my own interest, 
and been attentive only to gratify my 
own inclinations. 

Been proud and vain, fond of pleas- 
ure and dress, and of being admired. 

Been passionate, and cried with vex- 
ation when humbled, despised, or con- 
tradicted. 

Been obstinate, disobeyed my parents, 
or those who have authority over me, 
or are charged with my education ; and, 
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when forced to obey, have done it 
against my will ; made insolent answers, 
and not respected, but spoken ill of them, 
and despised their advice. 

Been insupportable by my ill temper. 
Been wanting in kindness far my broth- 
ers or sisters, or companions; not borne 
with their defects, or assisted them in 
their employments ; quarelled with them, 
or with my companions; told tales of 
them without necessity, out of revenge or 
pride, that I might be preferred before 
them. 

Dwelt with pleasure on sinful thoughts; 
looked at any thing indecent, such as 
pictures, &c.; said, done, or consented 
to any thing contrary to modesty; been 
curious to know evil; listened to wick- 
ed discourse. 

Katen food to excess. Taken things 
belonging to others without their know- 
ledge or consent. Coveted things be- 
longing to my companions. Been un- 
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just in my dealings with them—taken 
advantage of their ignorance, &c. Been 
selfish, or over fond of what I possess- 
ed, unwilling to allow a share to others. 


Considered riches as a great happiness. - 


Envied my brothers, sisters, or com- 
panions, when they were esteemed, 
praised, or enjoyed any advantage which 
I did not possess. 

Not watched over my tongue—given 
way to slander or detraction. Told lies 
io excuse myself, or in boasting, or out 
of a bad habit. Exaggered, or made 
false excuses. 

Stolen or wantonly injured the prop- 
erty of others. 

Partaken of the sins of others, by 
doing, approving, or laughing at them. 


Remember that the priest holds the place of 
Jesus Christ : present yourself, therefore, 
at the confessionnal with the utmost recol- 
lection and humility, on your knees, yet 
with confidence and sincerity, like the sick 
who discover their disorders to their phy- 
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sician, and as children who speak to a kind 
and compassionate father. When the con- 
fessor makes the sign of the cross, then 
with great respect ask his blessing in a low 
but distinct voice, saying thus: « Pray, 
father, give me your blessing, for I have 
sinned. » Then say the Confiteor, till you 


come to the words, « through my excegd- ` 


ing great fault; » stop, and say to your 
confessor. « It was (so long) since I came 
to confession, since which I accuse my- 
Self, » &c. 


Act of Contrition. 

O merciful God! I am sorry, from 
the bottom of my heart, for these, and 
all my other sins. It grieves me, that 
I have so offended thee. I implore thy 
clemency, and humbly hope to receive 
‘thy pardon. I offer to thee, in satis- 
faction for all my sins, of thought, word, 
and deed, and especially those I have 
committed this day, the sacred merits 
of thy beloved Son, Jesus Christ. I 
firmly purpose never more wilfully to 
offend thee. I resolve, from this moment 
to endeavour to love and-serve thee bet- 
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ler than I have hitherto done. Confirm 
me in this good purpose, to the glory 
of thy name, and the eternal salvation 
of my soul, Amen. 


Listen with submission and humillity to your 
confessor, and answer him with truh and 
simplicity, When you have finished ac- 
cusing yourself, say the rest of the Confiteor, 
p. 36. Then make an Act of Contrition. 

Be particularly attentive to the penance im- 
posed on you. Fulfil it as soon and as ex- 
actly as possible. Do not tell others, or 
listen to what they have told in confession. 
After confession, take time to reflect on 
your confessor's advice, and make a resolu- 
tion to serve God with more fidelity in 
future. For that purpose say the Acts of 
Faith, Hope, and the Love of God, as in 
your Catechism, or at p. 38 of this book, 
and the following prayer for renewing 
your baptismal vows : but consider well, 
that it is not enough to recite these acts, 
unless we have in our hearts the senti- 
ments they express; for it is not by the 
lips, but by the affections of the heart, that 
we can repent of our faults, or show our 
faith, hope, love, and adoration to God.

Tur greatest blessing which our Divine Re- 


R 


deemer left us, when he ascended to his 
Father was the Sacrament of his Body and 
Blood. « I will not leave you orphans. » 
« Lo, I am with you all days even to the 
consummation of the world. » He becomes 
our spiritual food : in the sacrament of his 
love he lavishes every blessing upon us. 
during our lives we may frequently receive 
our Lord inthe Holy Eucharist, but the graces 


which we receive in our First Communion 


are seldom renewed. It forms an epoch in 
ourselves to which we should look forward 
with a holy awe, and prepare for with every 
care. In our prayers we should bear it in 
mind, and when we see others communicate, 
envy them with a holy envy, and like the 
prophets who sighed for our Saviour’scoming 
frequently, implore him to hasten the time 
when you shall at last approach the awful 
Sacrement. 

Come quickly, Lord Jesus, come quickly. » 
« Lord I shall be filled, when thy glory 
Shall appear. » 
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As the time approaches renew your fervor, 
attend with great punctuality the instruc- 
tions given in the church of seek others at 
home : do not so pre-occupy yourself with 
your confession as to leave no thought for 
your communion, and above all choose some 
fault and endeavor to overcome it by that 
happy day, in order to offer to your Lord a 
sacrifice pleasing in his sight. 

After having made your confession with due 
preparation and a firm resolution to lead 
a new life, give all your thougths to your 
Communion. Let all your reading and 
prayers refer to this, and pay frequent visits 
to the Blessed Sacrament. 


GENERAL PREPARATION. 


On the morning of your first Communion, and 
of all that follow it, rise early and give your 
first thougths to God : think only of the 
guest whom you are to receive. Spend 
such time as may be left you before mass 
in reading, prayer or meditating on the 
goodness of Our Lord to all who love him: 
and of the graces which we may expect if 
we receive him worthily and with fervor of 
spirit. 

PRAYERS BEFORE COMMUNION. 


I rr&MLY believe, O my Divine Jesus’ 
that Thou, True God and True Man 
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art really present in the Blessed Sacra- 
ment of the Altar. I believe that there 
are Thy Body, Thy Blood, Thy Soul, 
and Thy Divinity. I believe that there 
Thou communicatest Thyself to us, 
makest us partakers of the fruit of Thy 
Passion, and givest us a pledge of eter- 
nal life. I acknowledge these truths; 
I believe these wonders; I adore the 
power that has wrought them, the same 
power that said, « Be light made, and 
light was made. » I submit my sense 
and reason to Thy divine authority. I 
praise and glorify Thy infinite goodness 
which hath prepared this heavenly ban- 
quet for the food and nourishment of 
my soul. Blessed be Thy name forever. 
Accept my homage : accept O my God, 
my most hearty thanks. 

Who is He thou art about to receive? 
O my soul, be still and attentive. Who 
is He thou art going to receive? Thy 
God! thy Redeemer! Who, for love 
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of thee, shed torrrents of blood during 
His agony in the garden of Gethsemani! 
Who, for love of thee, suffered His 
sacred head to be pierced by a crown 
of thorns, and His virginal flesch to be 
rent and torn atthe pillar with whips 
and scourges! Who, for love of thee, 
snffered Himself to be clothed in a pur- 
ple garment, and derided as a mock king, 
with a reed for His sceptre! Who, for 
love of thee, suffered His sacred hands 
and feet to be fastened with sharp nails 
to the wood of the cross! In fine, 
Who, for love of thee, hung thereon, in 
the most ignominious manner, between 
iwo thieves, suffering for the space of 
ihree hours the most excruciating pains 
and tortures, and at last expired for thy 
redemption! After such stupendous in- 
stances of Thy love to man, who can 
refuse a return of love to Thee, Lord 
Jesus? I love Thee, O my God: and 
ardently wish, that as every breath I 
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draw is an increase of my life, so it may 
be of my love for Thee, till at last I 
love Thee in the manner Thou Thyself 
requirest, that is, « with my whole heart, 
with my whole soul, with all my mind, 
and with all my strength; » for Thou 
art the God of my heart, and the life 
of my soul; Thou art my treasure, 
my joy, my comfort, my support, my 
strength, my armor, my defence, my 
only hope and comfort in this place of 
banishment and vale of tears, and the 
supreme object of my happiness in 
heaven. 


Immediately before going up to the Altar : 


O most holy Virgin Mary, and all 
ye blessed Angels and Saints of God, 
I humbly beg the assistance of your 
prayers and intercession, that I may, 
with a clean heart and pure conscience, 
approach the Holy of Holies,and receive, 
this divine Sacrament with such rever-

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ence and humility as may be for my 
soul’s salvation. Amen. 


When about to communicate, endeavor to ex- 
cite within yourself the utmost devotion. 
At the moment you receive the blessed Sac- 
rament, reflect on the words pronounced 
by the Priest, Corpus Demini nostri Jesu 
Christi custodiat animam tuam in vitam 
eternam. Amen. » May the Body of our 
Lord Jesus Christ preserve thy soul to life 
everlasting. Amen. For they imply, that 
the end proposed in communicating is, not 
simply to maintain a certain regularity of 
conduct for a few days, weeks, or months 
but to persevere faithfully, to the very hour 
of death, in that state of grace to which a 
worthy participation of this divine Sacra- 
ment shall now raise you. : 


THANKSGIVING AFTER COMMUNION. 


After Communion, spend, at least, a quarter 
of an hour in thanksgiving. Consider your- 
self as a living tabernacle, wherein resideth 
the Holy of Holies. Let this single reflec- 
tion prevent all distractions, and keep your 
mind in the most perfect composure and 
recollection. Pray, therefore, mentally for 
some time, and then, rather with your heart 
than with your lips, address yourself thus 
to your God : 
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BEHOLD, my desires are satisfied, my 
hunger is satiated; my God has come 
to visit me; Jesus has entered into me; 
Iam no longer my own, but now I be- 
long to Jesus. Oh, infinite goodness of 
God, to enter the heart of one so vile 
and unworthy as myself! My soul, on 
what thinkest thou? Lo, thou art 
sanctified by Jesus, and transformed 
into Jesus. Thou and he are one. Oh, 
true and wonderful union! My soul, 
art thou yet silent ? Dost thou not speak 
with thy God, whom thou hast within 
thee? Ah, unite all the affections of 
„thy spirit, hide thyself in the sacred 
heart of thy Jesus, adore him and say : 
Thou art welcome, O dear Lord! Oh, 
how have I longed for this hour! But, 
alas, my sins have often caused thee to 
renew thy passion and death. Lord, 
what dost thou find in me but earthly 
love? O my God, art thou come to 
dwell with me? I could say to thee 
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with St Pether, Depart from this sinful 
soul, for she is not worthy to contain a 
God. « Depart from me, for I am a 
sinful man, O Lord! » Go take up 
thine abode in some purer and more 
^ fervent soul than mine. But, no! my 
Well-beloved, depart not from me: for 
if thou goest away, I am lost. O God, 
my hope,I will not leave thee. O unite 
thee to my heart, and will live and die 
with thee. O Mary, O ye holy Angels, 
ye Saints, ye souls that love God, lend 
me your affections, that I may thus be- 
come a worthy companion of my Jesus. 


ACTS OF THANKSGIVING. 


The heavens are now open, the bless- 
ed Trinity regard thee with looks of 
love, since thou hast in thy bosom the 
object of their delight, Jesus Christ. 
Supplicate Mary, the Angels, the Saints, 
thy advocates with God, to obtain thee 
every grace. Do not, my soul, lose a 
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moment of this precious time; treat of 
the important affair of thy eternal sal- 
vation alone. My soul, thou hast with- 
in thee an omnipotent Lord, a living 
Father, a faithful God. Ask and trust; 
he will enlarge thy heart, strengthen thy 
faith; he begins to give thee graces, 
heavenly graces, worthy of God to give. 

My dear Redeemer, since thou art 
come to me, and dost invite me to pray 
to thee, hear me by the bowels of thy 
mercy. Grant me, O my Jesus, an in- 
crease of lively faith, hope, charity, and 
contrition. Grant me humility, purity, 
patience, and alle the virtues; extirpate 
every vice from my heart. Change this 
heart, so filled with the world, and give 
me a new heart altogether conformable 
to thy will, that I may always seek after 
thy greater glory, and that my affections 
may tend to thy love. « Create a clean 
heart in me, O God, and renew a right 
spirit within me. > ` 
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Holy Trinity, omnipotent God, hear 
"my prayers. Thou wilt not deny me 
any grace now, although I am so un- 
worthy, for I do not pray alone, but 
Jesus Christ is united with me : and 
though I deserve not to be heard, yet 
the merits of Jesus Christ, who prays 
with me, in me, and for me, thou wilt 
notrefuse to listen to. Eternal Father 
remember the promise of Jesus, when 
he said, that whoever asked thee any 
thing in his name should be heard : 
« Amen, amen I say to you, if you ask 
the Fatherany thing in my name, he 
will give it you. > 


ACT OF OFFERING. 


It is but just, it is only an act of 
gratitude, O my Jesus, that I should 
give myself entirely to thee, since thou 
hast given thyself entirely to me. Let 
my eyes be thine, my ears thine, my 
taste thine. Thou hast sanctified mv 
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senses; let them, then, be all thine : let 
them no longer be opposed to thy divine 
and holy law, but act according to it 
in all things. Thou hast sanctified my 
memory; may it be ever mindful of 
thee. Thou hast sanctified my intel- 
lect; may it think on thee alone. Thou 
hast sanctified my will; may it be in 
harmony only with thine. To thee, then, 
with my whole heart do I offer, as a 
perpetual holocaust, my soul and body, 
my senses and my powers. Burn, o 
divine fire, all that is foreign to thee in ~ 
me. Consume, O omnipotent Lord, all . 
that is not thine. Amen. | 
But do not limitthe devotion of this day do the 
foregoing prayers; consider it rather as 
entirely consecrated to Jesus Christ, that by 
this means you may literally accomplish 
the precept of the Holy Ghost : « Defraud 
not Thyself of the good day, and let not 
the part of a good gift overpass thee. » 
Recollect frequently this great action; and 


read some pious book to nourish and enli- 
ven a spirit of devotion. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR CONFIRMATION. 


CONFIRMATION is a Sacrement which gives us | 
strength to perform our Christian duties, 
and persevere in the path which we have 
begun. Some will say that it is not abso- 
lutely necessary : but in this Sacrament we 
receive the Holy Ghost with all his gifts. 
Can we refuse it without danger? Look 
around and see the young who have fallen 
from the practice of their religious duties : 
who after years of fervor, are now years 
aloof from the sacraments. Ask whether 
they were confirmed, and you will find that 
they generally neglected or refused to pre- 
pare for this great Sacrament. 

The preparation for confirmation is first; to 
be in a state of grace. « The Holy Spirit 

. will not dwell in a soul defiled by sin. — 

. Second : « To hunger and thirst after jus- 
tice, » that is to have, an earnest longing 
and desire of receiving the Holy Ghost and 
his coming as the Apostles did by retire- 
ment and prayer. 

As for your first Communion, endeavor to 
overcome some fault, or acquire some vir- 
tue to offer as a sacrifice to your God. 
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During the period of preparation, repeat fre- 
quently the hymns in honor of the Holy 
Ghost, and excite your fervor by ejaculatory 
prayers. 

« Come. O Holy Ghost replenish my hert and 
enkindle in ıt the fire of thy divine love. » 


PREPARATORY PRAYER BEFORE 
CONFIRMATION. 


O God of infinite goodness! Who were 
graciously pleased at my baptism to 
make me Thy child, receive my fervent 
thanksgiving for all the favors bestowed 
on me from my birth to this moment, 
particulary for my being now ranked 
among those who are to be peculiarly 
consecrated to Thee by the Sacrament of 
Confirmation. Alas! my God, I am far 
from possessing those sentiments of 
faith, love, humility, and fervor which 
should now animate my soul; but it will 
be easy for Thee to grant them to me. 
I most sinserely detest every sin of my 
life, and every fault, or even imperfect 
Mp dcm may be an obstacle to 
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the graces Thou desirest to bestow on 
Thy unworthy child. Do thou deign to 
purify me from every stain, by applying 
to my soul the infinite merits of Thy 
Death and Passion. I purpose most 
sincerely to serve Thee with fidelity 
from this day forward; but I feel that I 
am too weak to execute my resolution, if 
left to myself; therefore, [conjure Theeto 
impart to me Thy Holy Spirit, that, like 
the Apostles, I may be endued with 
strength from on high,and inspired with 
courage and resolution to prove myself 
in reality Thy follower.I desire to re- 
ceive this most precious favor; but do 
Thou render this desire still more ardent; 
and accept, on my behalf, the fervent 
desires which animated the heart of Thy 
blessed Mother and the Apostles pre- 
vious to the descent of the Holy Ghost, 
and let their perfect dispositions in every 
other respect atone and supply for my 
deficiencies. | 
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To beg the Descent of that Divine Spirit 
with His seven-fold Gifts. 


O HEAVENLY Spirit! Whom I earnestly 
desire to receive in the Sachament of 
Confirmation, myrcifully deign to des- 
cend on me with all Thy gifts and graces. 
O eternal Light! O infinite Charity! O 
uncreated Wisdom, Who  replenishest 
the hearts of the faithful, and kindlest 
in them the fire of Thy love! O holy 
Spirit! Who didst inspire the prophets, 
Who presidest over the Church, Who 
convertest sinners, and sanctifiest mil- 
lions that listen to Thy inspirations, 
despise not my youth, my ignorance, 
and weakness. In a moment Thou canst 
enlighten the darkest understanding, 
and soften the hardest heart. O! come 
then into my heart; come, heavenly 
Spirit; and do not delay. 

O sacred Virgin! Spouse of the Holy 
Ghost, Whose pure soul was the chosen 
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tabernacle of that heavenly Spirit, and 
who above all creatures were plentifully 
enriched with his choicest gifts and gra- 
ces, intercede for me, andby Thy power- 
ful prayers prepare me for the happiness 
I so sincerly desire. 

Glorious Apostles! who received the 
plentitude of the Divine Spirit, obtain 
for me by your prayers a share in the 
perfect dispositions, which prepared 
you. to receive that consolatory Spirit. 

CEREMONY OF CONFIRMATION. 


On the morning of your Confirmation, renew 
with redoubled fervor your desire to be 
replenished with the Holy Ghost. Assist 
at the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass with par- 
ticular devotion, and offer up the Adorable 
Victim of our Altars to atone for all the sins 
of your life, and to obtain any disposition 
which the all-seeing eye of God may discern 
to be still wanting in your heart. 

After the holy Sacrifice is concluded, call to 
mind the explanation wich has been given 
you of each ceremony used in the adminis- 
tration of the Sacrament of Confirmation, 
that thereby you may recive it with more 
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devotion and reverence ; then devoutly join 
in the prayers offered for you by the Bishop 
in administering the Sacrament. The cere- 
mony is as follows : 

First, the Bishop turning towards those to be 
confirmed, says : 


« May. the Holy Gost come down 
upon you, and the power of the Most 
High keep you from all sin. 

R. Amen. 


Signing himself with the sign of the + Cross, 
he goes on ; 


« Bish. Our help is in the name of the. 

Lord. 

R. Who made heaven and earth. 
Bish. O Lord, hear my prayer. 

R. And let my cry come unto Thee. 
Bish. The Lord be with you. 

« R. And with thy spirit. » 

Then he extends his hands over those to be 
confirmed, and addresses a solemn prayer 
to the Eternal Father, begging, through 
Jesus Christ His divine Son, that He would 
send down His Holy Spirit, with all His 
gifts and graces, into their souls. — 
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Then the Bishop, making the sign of the T 
Cross of the forehead of each of those who 
are tobe confirmed with holy chrism, and 
calling him by the name he has chosen, says: 
« (N.) I sign thee with the sign of 

ihe Cross, and confirm thee with the 

chrism of salvation, in the name of the 

Father f, and of the Son +, and of the 

Holy T Ghost. » 

After wich, he gives the person confirmed a 
slight stroke on thee cheek, saying, at the 
same time, Peace be with thee. 

As soon as you return to your place, after 
having been confirmed, raise your heart to 
God in sentiments of the most lively grati- 
tude. Imagine you are among the Apostles 
after the descent of the Holy Ghost, and 
join most devoutly in the transports with 
which they gloriefied God. You need not 

" be recommended to observe the most edify- 
ing recollection and modesty while the 
Bishop continues to administer the Sacra- 
ment. The adorable guest you have re- 
ceived will excite you to sentiments of the 
most profound veneration and humility, 
particularly when you consider how un- 
worthy you are of His presence You may 
employ those few moments in reflecting on 
your happiness, and thank God for itin 
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any terms your devotion may suggest. The 
sentiments of the heart are at all times 
preferable to any set form, but more par- 
ticulary at a time when you may humbly 
hope that they are suggested by the Divine 
Spirit of God Himself. 

After all have been confirmed, the Bishop 
washes his hands. Then, standing, and 
turned towards the Althar he says the fol- 
lowing prayers, in which you should de- 
voully join. 


« Bish.Show us, O Lord, Thy mercy. 

« R. And grant us Thy salvation. 

« Bish. O Lord, hear my prayer. 

« R. And let my cry come unto Thee. 

« Bish. The Lord be with you. 

« R. And with thy spirit. » 

Bishop. Let us pray. 

O God, Who gavest the Holy Ghost 
to thy Apostles, and hast been pleased 
to ordain that by them and their succes- 
sors that same Divine Spirit should be 
given to the rest of the faithfal, merci- 
fully look down upon what we Thy 
servants have done, and grant that the 
hearts of these Thy faithfal, whose force. 
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heads we have anointed with the sacred 
chrism, and signed with the sign of the 
Cross, may, by the same Holy Spirit 
coming down unto them, and bij His 
vouchsafing to dwell in them, be made 
the temple of His glory, Who with 
the Father and the Holy Ghost liveth 
and reigneth God, world without end. 
Amen. 


Then the Bishop concludes the ceremony by 
giving a solemn Benediction to all present, 
in these words : 


« Behold, thus shall every man be 
blessed who feareth the Lord. May the 
Lord bless T you out of Sion, that you 
may see the good things of Jerusalem 
all the days of your life, and that you 
may live with Him for all eternity. 
Amen. » 

As you have reason to trust in the mercy of 

God, that you did not fail in any of the 

essential dispositions for Confirmation, you 


have now only to profit by the great gift 
you have received, and to let every one see 
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that this Sacrament has producedin you the 
fruits of the Holy Ghost, viz : Charity, Joy, 
Peace, Patience, Longanimity, or Perseve- 
rance, Goodness, Benignity, Mildness, Fidel- 
ity, or Sincerity, Modesty, Continency, and 
Chastity. You know the meaning of those 
virtues, and the method of exercising them ; 
but you should particularly attend to those 
which peculiarly appertain to your present 
age; suchas Charity, which does not merely 
consist in loving God, but also in loving your 
neighbor for His sake ; — Patience, which 
is exercised on a thousand little occasions 
that too often serve to irritate those who 
did not correct their tempers in their youth 
and Mildness, which is so peculiarly neces- 
sary and attractive in young persons ; — 
Modesty, that amiable virtue, which renders 
those who are so happy as to possess it 
silent and retiring, diffident of their abilities 
and opinions, and reserved in their man- 
ners. Beg them, most earnestly, from the 
heavenly Spirit you have received, and also 
implore the other fruits of His holy pres- 
ence, particularly Charity, which is the 
perfection of every virtue, and which in 
itself contains them all. For this intention, 
and in thanksgiving for the inestimable ad- 
vantages you have recived, say devoutly 
the following prayer every day for a week 
or fortnight after Confirmation. 
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Is it possible, O my good and merci- 
ful Creator, that Thou hast so far over- 
looked my misery and unworthiness, as 
to make my soul the tabernacle of Thy 
Holy Spirit! Can I believe that I am 
now honored with the presence and 
enriched wit the gifts and graces of 
the Holy Ghost? Yes, I firmly hope 
that Thou hast not been deaf to my 
petitions ; I hope I am now in possession 
of that sacred gift I so ardently desired. 
O my God! accept the praises of Thy 
Angels and Saints in thanksgiving for 
Thy unbounded mercies in my regard 
May the blessed Mother of Thy Divine 
Son, and the glorious choir of Apostles, 
thank Thee for me. May the Cross of 
Jesus Christ, with which my forehead 
has been signed, defend me from all my 
ennemies, and save me at the last day. 
May the inward unction of sanctifying 
grace, figured by the chrism with which 
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I have been anointed, penetrate my soul, 

soften my heart, strenghten my will, and 

consecrate my whole being to Thy ser- — 
vice. 

O heavenly Spirit! third person of 
the Adorable Trinity! Whom I have 
received, and most fervently adore, deign 
to take eternal possesion of my soul; 
create and maintain therein the purity 
and sanctity which becomes Thy temple. 
O Spirit of Wisdom! preside over all 
my thoughts, words, ands actions, from - 
this hour to the moment of my death. 
Spirit of Understanding! enlighten and 
teach me. Spirit of Counsel! direct my 
youth and inexperience. Spirit of For- 
titude! strenghten my weakness. Spirit 
of Knowledge! instruct my ignorance. 
Spirit of Piety / make me fervent in 
good works. Spirit of Fear! restrain 
me from all evil, Let all my works be 
fruits of Charity ! infuse into my heart 
the joy of a good conscience, and teach 
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me to delight in the service of God, and 
to despise the false joys of the world. 
Give me grace to preserve Peace with 
God, my neighbor, and myself :—give 
me Patience to bear with all the ills of 
ihis life;—make me persevere in the 
Service of God, and enable me to act 
on all occassions with G'oodness, Benig- 
_ nity, Mildness and Fidelity. Let the 
heavenly virtues of Modesty and Purity 
adorn the temple Thou hast chosen for 
Thy abode. O Spirit of Purity! by Thy 
all-powerful grace preserve my goul 
from the misfortune of sin, wich for 
all eternity will be disticguished by the 
double title and sacred character of a 
Christian by Baptism, and a soldier of 
Jesus Christ by the Sacrament of Con- 
firmation. Amen. 


PIOUS PRACTICES, 


IN HONOUR OF 


THE SACRED HEART OF JESUS. 


Tuis practice, in honour of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, is divided into nine different offices, 
compiled from the heavenly lights, which 
our Lord communicated to his servant, Ven. 
Marguerite Mary Alacoque, a nun of the 
Order of the Visitation. By this practice, 
without multiplymg vocal prayers or exte- 
rior practices, we may pay to this divine 
Heart a continual interior adoration, which 
a single person, howsoever fervent, would 
not be able to perform. 

4st. On the Thursday preceding the first Fri- 
day of every month, the nine Offices of 
which this devotion consists, are distributed 
to nine persons, and each endeavors to ac- 
quit himself of his Office with all possible 
exactness until the next month. 

2d. The first Friday of every month js to be 
distinguished from the rest by the fervor 
with which all our actions ought to be ani- 
mated. Therefore — as our Saviour enjoin- 
ed to the Ven. Marg. Mary, in her live, all 
will receive the Holy Communion with the 
leave of their respective Superior or spirit- 
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ual Director, and renew the act of conse- 
cration. 

od. Every one, to the better accomplishing 
of his office, will strive in all the services 
he shall render to the Sacred Heart, to 
unite himself to the choir of blessed Spirits 
indicated in the Office itself, and make with 
them that mystical association which the 
Ven Margaret made with so great a profit 
to her soul, in order that they may supply 
our deficiencies, and fill our places in the 
hours of sleep, and in all others, whatever 
may be our impediments ; thus the Sacred 
Heart will be perpetually adored. 

Ath. And because the purest Heart of MARY 
is, after the Sacred Heart ofJesus, the most 
amiable and lovely, and bears a greater 
resemblance to it, all the associates will 
possess a cordial and tender devotion to 
this Sovereingn Queen, honoring Her to their 
utmost, especially on her principal feasts, 
and on the first Saturday of every month, 
and joining their actions and affections to 
those of this most innocent Virgin, in all 
the pious acts which they may exhibit to 
the divine Heart, for itis the most effica- 
cious way to preserve and spread the devo- 
tion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 

Sth. The greatest service which all have to 
present to the most Sacred Heart of Jesus, 
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and the chief fruit to be proposed or in- 
tended in the execution of this pious exer- 
cise, is the exact observance of all our rules, 
and duties of our state ; bearing constantly 
in mind the words of Jesus Christ to the 
Ven. Marg. Mary : « Thou canst not do any 
thing more agreeable to me than to run 
on with a constant fidelity and sincerity in 
the way of thy rules, in which the least 
defects are great in my sight ; anda religi- 
ous person deceives himself, and withdraws 
far from me, when he thinks to please me, 
without the exact cbservance of his rules. » 

6th. To connect more strictly the bond of 
Charity, which unites in the Sacred ileart 
of Jesus those that practice this devolion, 
each of them will pray every day for his 
companions, asking of the Sacred Heart 
that its love he increased in all, and that 
none become cold, or withdraw himself 
from this happy union. To this purpose it 
will be expedient to excite one another, 
and propagate, by every means in their 
power, the reign of the Sacred Heart. 

7th. When any one has to separate from his 
‘companions, he will thereby not cease to 
belong to this pious union of special wor- 
shippers of the divine Heart, provided he 
proceed in performing the spiritual exercises. 

8th. To avoid all scruples, it is to be observ- 
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ed, that whatever has been said, either in 
respect to the nine Offices, or to the foregoing 
acts or exercises, is always, and in every 
circumstance understood not to be binding. 
The love of the Sacred Heart alone, and the 
band of this sweet union, are the end and 
motive of whatever is proposed.

Tae Promoter of the devotion to the Sacred 
Heart ofJesus shall beg of the Eternal Father, 
that he would enlighten all men, in order that 
they may know it ; and of the Holy Ghost, that 
he would make our hearts earnest in its love : 
and ofthe Blessed Virgin, that she would employ 
her intercession, to obtain that the influence of 
this divine Heart may be experienced by those 
who implore its mercy. During the day, he shall 
frequently retire into the sacred recesses of the 
divine Heart, and unite himself to it by the 
warmest affection ; and to honour it the better 
by his Office, he shall join himselfin spirit with 
tte cboir ofthe Thrones. Moreover, he sball 
once visit the Most Holy Sacrament forthe benefit 
of tbe. Community or Confraternity, praying 
through the merits of this Divine Heart, 
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that it allone would reign over all hearts, ac- 
cording to its loving designs. Finally, he 
shall say five : Glories to the Father, &c. His 
virtue ought to consist either in seeking to 
induce some person to practice the devotion 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, or toincrease the 
fervor of those who already possess it, and for 
this intention he shall pray at least five times 
every day. Very happy sall he be, to whose lot 
this office sall have fallen, because our Saviour 
said « He would himself be Mediator between 
him and his divine Father. » 
(Ven. Mary Alacoque.) 
Maxim :—As he sins grievously who induces 
others into guilty actions, so it is very laud- 
able for one to strive by prayer and good 
works to lead others to a holy life and pious 
practices.

lukewarmly made by the souls which are specially 
consecrated to him, and even for the faults of 
the community, or confraternity, which might 
have been more displeasing to his divine Heart. 
With this aim, also, heshall once visit the Most 
Holy Sacrament, and make an act of reparation 
every Friday of the month, and particularly 
on the first Friday, he shall set forth his love 
toward the Sacred Heart of Jesus, by redoub-

in the sacred tabernacle. In lying down on his

and of this virtue, five acts shall be performed 
every day. 

Maxim : — No one can attain to the bappi- 
ness of the divine love, unless he be aided by 
this divine love itself.

ORIGIN AND END 
OF THE 


SODALITY OF THE B. VIRGIN MARY. 


Tue first Sodality ofthe Blessed Virgin, which 
was formed in Rome in 1563, owes its origin to 
the zealous exertions of Leo Lera, a Fat^er of the 
Society of Jesus, who was then teaching in the 
Roman College. He collected youtts and placed 
them under the special protection of the Blessed 
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Virgin. The pious and exemplary conduct of the 
first Sodalists caused associations of a similar 
nature to spread from Rome to every part of the 
Christian world. 


In 1384 in an encyclical letter, Pope Gregory 
the XIII, approved the Sodality established in 
Rome,and extended to allthe fathful the privilege 
of becoming members; he wished that the 
Sodality of the Roman College, under the title 
of the « Annunciation of the. Blessed Virgin 
Mary, » should be, as it were the mother and 
centre of all the others: and he gave to the 
General of the Society of Jesus, all the necessary 
powers to direct these pious associations. Pope 
Sixtus V, Gregory XV, Clement VIII, Benedict 
XIV,Clement XIII, Pius VII, &c., have enriched 
the Sodality of the Blessed Virgin with indulg- 
ences, and extolled its utility in the warmest 
manner. Soon after its institution it numbered 
among its members, Popes, Gardinals, Bishops 
and many most zealous and learned clergymen, 
and likewise many secular Princes, Magistrates 
and men distinguished in every class of society. 
Among the Saints who havesanctified themselves 
by a faithful compliance with the rules of the 
Sodality, of which they were members, we 
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might mention St. Charles Borromeo St. Francis 
of Sales, St. Aloysius, St. Stanislaus Kostka. 
VAVAVAVAVAS 
Advantages of the Sobality. 

EXPERIENCE Shows that Sodalities area means 
of most abundant graces ; for Sodalists are gene- 
rally most faithful in the discharge of all the 
duties that the obligations Christianity impose. 
This extraordinary fidelity is to beattributed to 
the advantages they enjoy : 

4.Inthe special protection which the B. Virgin 
extends to those who, in a special mannerdevote 
themselves to her; for she aids such in their 
necessities, consoles them in affiction, protects 
themin danger, supports themin theiriufirmities, 
strengthens them in their last moments and 
finally procures for them the grace of a holy 
ánd happy death. 

2. In the zeal of a careful Director, who 
devotes his particularattention to their spiritual 
welfare, who instruets them intheir duties and 
givesthem wholesomeadvice whentheir salvation 
might be in danger. 

. $. In the numerous exhortations and pious 
discourses which renew their fervor and nourish 
their devotion, and which, by repeatedly 
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presenting to their minds the exalted character 
of the Blessed Virgin, encourage themto imitate 
her purity,meekness, patience and other virtues. 
_ 4. In their mutual good example, which is a 

powerful incentive to the practice of virtue. 

_ 5. In the prayers which they recite in common 
to which our Saviour promises a peculiar 
efficacy, for he says : « where two or three are 

united in my name, J amin the midst of them » 
' 6. In the mutual succors of Christian charity. 

. What was said of the first Christians may be 
applied to Sodalists : « Of the multitude of 
believers there was one heart and one soul. » 

In sickness, and in every afflction, they receive 
' from their associates, all that relief and 
- consolation which the most assiduous attention 
and ardent charity can bestow. 

7. In the obligation they take opon themselves 
of observing the rules of the Sodality, of 
frequenting the Sacraments, of consenting to be 
admonished of their faults, even of taking in 
good part the slight penances imposed for their 
tepidity and negligence. These obligations, it is 
true, are non contracted under pain of sin, but 
they place a man of honor, a man faithful to his 
solémn promises, under the happy necessity of 
being virtuous. 
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8. In the merit of the good works performed 
by all the membres of the innumerable pious 
and charitable associations, wich afford pelief 
to all the ills to which mankind are subject. 
Such are the congregations whose object it is to 
ransom captives, to reconcile enemies; to 
terminrte lawsuits,torelieve the poor, to instruct 
the ignorant, to visit the sick, etc., ìn the merits 
of which the members of the Sodality participate. 

9. In the Indulgences which it is in their 

power togain,andthusto cancel that vastamount 
of debt, the temporal punishment due to a 
multitude of sins, a release from which affords 
so great consolation to the Christian. The Saints 
always unterstood the value of the indulgences 
of the holy Church, and made corresponding 
exertions to obtain them. « My son, » said 
St. Louis, King of France, at the conclusion of 
his will, « my son, remember to gain the 
inhulgences of the Holy Church. » They are the 
following : 

[. Plenary Indulgences granted to the Soda- 
lists who, having received the Sacraments of 
penance and the holy Eucharist, shall say the 
usual prayers according to the intention of the 
Church : 

1. On the day of reception. 
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2. On the day of the regular Assembly, or 
on the following day. 

9. On the two principal festivals of the So- 
dality, or on the day to which they have been 
transferred. 

4. On a communion day after a general 
Confession, once or twice a year. 

9. On the festivals of the Nativity and As- 
cension of our Lord, and of the Annunciation, 
Immaculate, Conception, Nativity and As- 

sumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 

6. On a communion day in time of sickness 
having said three times, the Our Fhater , and 
Hail Mary before a Crucifix. 

7. At the hour of death, by pronouncing 
devoutly (at least in the heart) the holy name 
of Jesus and Mary. 

II. Indulgences of Seven years for each of 
the following works : 

1. Attending the funeral of a Sodalist or any 
other Christian. 

2. Praying fer dying or dead persons, viz: 
Our Father, and Hail Mary. 

9. Attending Mass on week days. 

4. Examination of conscience before going 
to bed. 

9. Visiting the sick, or those who are in prison. 
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6. Reconciling enemies. | 
7, Attending a public or private meeting of 
piety, a sermon or spiritual instruction. 


Observations. 


1. All the preceding indulgences are applicable 
to the sols in Purgatory. 

2. The altar of the Sodality is privileged for 
deceased Sodalists ontly. 


8. Sodalists in any part of the world may gain 

. all these and the following Indulgences, either 
in the church of the place in which they reside, 
or elsewhere as circumstances may permit. 

IHI. Indulgences of the Stations. Many of 
them are very considerable, and can be gained 
at Rome, by visiting certain privileged churches; 
but they are also granted to members who, on a 
station day, visit the church or cbapel of the 
Sodality, or of the place where they reside, and 
say seven times, the Our Father, and Hail Mary. 

The principal Station days are the followlng: 
—The festivals of the Circumcision and 
Epiphany, the three Sundays, Septuagesima, 
Sexagesima and Quinquagesima. On every day 
of Lent, on Easter Sunday, and each day of the 
Octave; also on the feast of St- Mark and on 
Rogation-days. On the Ascension of Christ, the 
Eve of Pentecost, Pentecost. with each day of 
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its Octave. On Ember days and the four Sundays 
of Advent. On the Eve of Christmas; on 
Christmas and the three following days. (See 
Bouvier.) 

10. All those who have once madetheir act of 
consecration remain membres of the Sodality 
and participate in all its advantages, even after 
having left the place where the Sodality exists, 
provided they observe the rules, as well as the 
circumstances ofthe time and place may permit.

Compendium of the General Rules of the 
Sodality. 


4. Tae Sodality shall be governed by one 
of the Fathers of the Society of Jesus, who is 
called its Director, by a Prefect with two 
Assistants, a Secretary, and six Consultors (or 
moré as the Father may direct,) to be chosen 
from among the membres of the Sodality, 
twice a year, or oftener, at the Director’s dis- 
cretion All must ondeavor not only to respect 
and to obey their Father Director, but also the 
other officers, in whatever concerns their 
respective duties in the Sodality. 

2. Every one must be solicitous that his 
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regular mode of conduct, irreprehensible man- 
ners ans virtuous conversations, reffect_honor 
ontheSodality andthe Blessed Virgin, Patroness 
and Mother, of whom he professes himself an 
adopted child, mindful of his solemn promise ; 
Never tosay or do anything against her honor. » 

9. As the end of tris association. is the 
practice of true virtue and piety, and progress 
in learning, whoever wishes to be received into 
it, must make a general confession of his past 
life(unless his confessor should tbink otherwise.) 
Moreover, on tte first Sunday of every month 
the Sodalists shall approach the Sacraments of 
confession and communion, but the Officers 
somewhat oftener, as it is their particular duty 
to excel their companions in true piety. The 
Nativity of our Lord, the Circumcision, 
Resurrection and Ascension, Pentecost and 
Corpus Christi, the Immaculate Conception , 
Annunciation and Assumption of our Blessed 
Lady, and the Feast of All Saints, are appointed 
days of Communion for all. 

With regard to Confession, it is of (he greatest 
importance, and it is hereby recommended to 
all the members, to have their fixed and 
permanent Confessor, as far as may be in 
different circumstances practicable.

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4. On sundays and appointed festivals, all 
shall assemble in the Oratory for spiritual ex- 
ercises, which will be conducted bythe Director, 
and to which no one shall be admitted who is not 
a member, without leave of the Director. At the 
opening of each meeting, shall be said by the 
Prefect, the hymn « Veni Creator Spiritus, » 
with the verse and prayer, and at the close the 
appropriate antipbon ofthe Blessed Virgin, whic. 
the Church uses at the end of the divine Office. 

5. Tbe members shall hear Mass everyday 
but when they bave received the holy Commu- 
nion, they shall spend at least a quarter of an 
hour in thanksgiving. 

6. Every morning, when trey rise, they shall 
recite three times, Our Father and Hail Mary, 
in honor of the Holy Trinity, once the Apostles 
Creed, and « Hail Holy Queen, » besides other 
prayers which devotion may suggest. At night 
the} shall make an examination of conscience, 
and say the Our Father and Hail Mary, three 
times, and once the Psalm, « de Profundis, » 
for the souls of the faithful departed. 

7. Since the Sodalists make greater profession 
of christian perfection than others they should 
also endeavor to perform more works of cbarity, 
mercy, piety and devotion. 

8. All should love one another with mutual 
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charity, and endeavorto make daily progress in 
true virtue. They should therefore seek the 
company of the good, and with the greatest care 
avoid communications with the evil and all oc- 
casions of sin, such as quarrels, contentions and 
unbecoming sports, that every one may perceive 
that they are worthy clients of the Blessed Virgin.

On account 
of frequent absense, or other faults, any one 
may be suspended for a time, or dismissed 
from the Sodality, in order to conserve in its 
members the spirit of fervor and regularity. _ 

11. When any ofthe Sodalists falls sick, tte 
Director will take care to send some one 
or two to visit him, and will strengthen him 
with the holy Sacraments, and all will recom- 
mend him in their prayers. Should he be 
calledto a better life, all shall recite once, either 
in common or privately, the office of the dead, 
and for the eigt.t succeeding days they shall hear 
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Mass and say the Psalm « De profundis, » 
or the repose of his soul. 

12. Postulants will be subjected to a trial 
for one month, or longer, at tre expiration of 
which time tbe Director may admit them as 
members, provided they havegiven satisfactory 


proofs of their piety and made their first 
communion. 


13. That these rules máy be more easily 
observed, not only shall each one have and 
read them often, but they stall also be publicly 
read at certain times appointed by the Director.

Formed principally for children under 
the age of twelve years but admirably 
suited for persons of all ages. 

TheSociety of the Holy Infancy is chiefly 
formed for young children ;—hence they 
have the first rank or place of honor 
nearest the Holy Child Jesus. It is a favor, 

a special grace when they become mem- 

bers of itwhile very young. These tender 

nurslings of the flock of Jesus Christ have 
the greatest share in the public prayers 
of the Associalion, and in all the Masses 
celebrated in the principal sanctuaries 
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conseerated to the Holy Infancy of Jesus 
and to the most Holy Virgin. 


SECOND CLASS OR GRADE OF ASSOCIATES. 


But besides this flrst class of associates, 
the Society has a second, composed of 
persons of every age. Theage of twelve 
years i8 the sacred limit which separates 
the first grade from the second ; but both 
classes of membres really participate ini 
the prayers, spiritual favors, merits, and 
indulgences in all cases annexed to 
membership and fulfilment of conditions. 


DUTIES OF EVERY MEMBER. 


1. To pay punctualy a monthly sub- 
scription of one cent, or twelve cents for 
the vear, in advance.

I know that excesses so dreadful as 
what I have related are not of every- 
day occurence, but still I know that 
great disorders happen every day, not 
only among people of low condition, of 
coarse sentiments, and without educa- 
tion, but also among the rich and re- 
fined ; not always perhaps so publicly 
manifest to the eyes of men, but well 
known to God, and detestable in his 
sight. 
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O, then, children, be always kind and 
affectionate, respectful and obedient to 
your parents. Try in every possible 
way to make them comfortable and 
happy, and to repay them for the many 
cares and anxielies they have suffered 
for you. This is the will of God , and 
he wil recompense you for it. Hear 
what a splendid promise is attached to 
the commendment which he gives you: 
« Honor thy father and thy mother, 
that thou mayest be long-lived upon 
the land which the Lord thy God will 
give thee, »
